KELLY’S FLOTILLA 


Sailing Dewn the River—A Wild-Eyed 


Mam Looks for.His Wife. 4 

Runnels, Ia., May 10.—The main body of 
Kelly’s army is located tonight just where 
it was camped last night, near this point. 
Commodore Kelly came to this place by 
flatboat, bunt, as he did not leave Des 
Moines until late Wednesday night, he did 
not come up with the main body of the 
army until this afternoon. He found the 
men discontented and surly, and spent the 
remainder of the day moving among the 
men and conciliating them. He succeeded 

airly well. Kelly brought the commissary 

oats with him, and when the men were 
well féd they were easily managed. 

The revolt against Kelly which was 
threatened this morning is still in the air, 
but it is not so pronounced as it was early 
in the day. Kelly spoke in the town hall 
here tonight to some 400 people, and took 
up a collection, which netted about $25. 

Mrs. Harper and Miss Houten, of Coun- 
cil Bluffs, occupied seats on the platform 
with Kelly. They are the only women al- 
lowed by the commodore in the flotilla. 
Most of the women who left Ves Moines 
with the Kelly. crowd have been taken from 
the boats by officers along the line. 

Commodore Kelly telegraphed ahead to 
the sheriff and other officers to take charge 
of all women traveling with his men. But 
one woman is now known to be with the 
army aside from those who travel in the 
commodore’s flagship. This woman is in 
one of the advance boats, and is about eigh- 
teen years old. She refuses to give her name, 
but claims to have come from San Fran- 


| cisco to join her husband, who is a mem- 


ber of the army. 

Kelly’s men have already begun foraging 
in earnest. Farmers living near heré were 
seen in the night complaining of the loss 
of two hogs. The army does not disturb 
the chicken coops or the cellars of the peo- 
ule along the line of travel to any consid- 
erable extent, but it appears to work havoc 
with the hearts of impressionable women. 

This morning a wild-eyed man passed this 
place going down the river in a skiff. He 
carried a shotgun. Of every group of loung- 
ers along the river bank he asked if they 
knew of the whereabouts of. a woman with 
brown hair and -blue eyes, about thirty 
years of age, whom he said was his wife, 
and who had become infatuated with one 
of Kelly’s men. He declared that he would

Arguello has been enjoying many privileges, 
and it was only at Captain Watsons de-

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RIPE FOR RIOTING. 


Striking Miners Are Bent on- Doing 
Serious Mischief. 


RESTRAINED BY FEAR OF TROOPS. 


Deputies and Strikers Fight Over 
a String of Cars, 


ONE MAN TAKEN FROM OFFICERS, 


His Testimony Might Be Damaging and He 
May Be Murdered—An Attack onthe 
Convict Camp Is Feared 


Birmingham, Ala., May 10.—<Special.)— 
Everything in this district is in a state 
of excitement and it looks like blood will 
flow. Last night, in the woods near Pratt 
mines, 250 armed miners held a secret meet- 
ing and made dernonstrations of an attack 
upon the stockade where over 1,600 state 
convicts are confined. This meeting of the 
strikers was discovered and the state of 
affairs reported to Sheriff Morrow, who im- 
mediately ordered’ under arms the six local 
military companies, By some means or oth- 
er these strikers learned that the military 
was ready to march, at the command, and 
fearing the state toops, kept themselves 
hidden and made no attack. At 12:30 o’clock 
this morning, no further trouble being fear- 
ed, the troops were dismissed. 

At 3 o'clock about forty armed strikers 
who had been in attendance upon this mass 
meeting, at a drift between Pratt and Coal- 
burg mines, operated by the ‘lennessee 
company, started to wreck a string of cars 
loaded with coal. After they had begun 
this work, deputies who were on guard, and 
who were concealed, fired upon the strikers. 
The fire was returned by the strikers and 
voHey after volley was exchanged until the 
miners retreated, they realizing that the 
deputies had all the advantage of them. 
Very little damage to the coal cars was 
done and none of the deputies were hurt. 
Whether any of the strikers were shot is 
not known, for they disappeared in the 
darkness, going in the direction of Coalburg. 
For fear that another attempt would be 
made to attack the stockades an additional 
posse of deputies was sent to Pratt armed 
with Winchester rifles and an immense sup- 
ply of ammunition. 

it is feared here that an attack will be 
made tonight, and that all the convicts 
confined @ the stockades will be released. 
The situation is serious and if an attack 
is not made it will be from fear of state 
troops which are now under arms. 

At Horse creek today Sam Pierse and fif- 
teen armed men took from Deputy Sheriff 
C. W. Jones one Mose Sewell, who is 
an important witness against the members 
of the mob which blew up. Price’s mines. on 
Sunday morning... The deputy sheriff and 
others who are in a position to know, say 
that it is the intention of the men who 
arrested Sewell, to take him out and make 
short work of him so that he cannot testify 
against any member of the mob who may 
be arrested. 

At Adger today negroes were put to work 
and officials expect a resentment here by 
strikers. Lieutenant James B. Erwin, of the 
United States army, is at Horse creek to- 
day investigating the biowing up of Price’s 
mines on Sunday. One of Pinkerton’s men 
is said to be here looking into the depreda- 
tions, Consultations are being held by offi- 
cers and company officials and an outbreak 
is expected at any time. The local companies 
are in their armory awaiting marching or- 
ders, The situation continues serious and 
anything in the way of lawlessness in de- 
stroying mine property is expected. 

At Brookside today four miners, two 
white and two black, were arrested and are 
now in jail here under four charges, arson, 
intimidation, trespass and riot. One miner 
was arrested at Adgar for trespass. 

At Blue creek, Sumter and Johns all is 
quiet and at the two latter places 1,600 tons 
of coal were gotten out for the twenty-four 
hours ending at sun down.

Monument to Mary Washington Unveiled 
Near Her Birthplace. 


PUBLIC MEN HONOR HER MEMORY. 


The President and Vice President 
Make Addresses 


ERECTED BY WOMEN TO A WOMAN. 


Mr. Stevenson Speaks of George Washing- 
ton as a Master Workman—Senator 
Daniel Among the Orators. 


Fredericksburg, Va.. May 10.—The monu- 
ment to the mother of Washington unveil- 
ed today is an obelisk of white marble 
fifty feet high. Its base consists of three 
ceurses, the upper one beveled and sur- 
mounted by a die bearing the simple inscrip- 
tion: “Mary, the Mother of Washington.” 
A cap Surmounts the die, and from this rises 
the beautiful white shaft. The site is at 
the edge of a beautiful platean, and near 
the two gray boulders upon which the pa- 
triot’s mother: was accustomed to sit for 
hours daily with her knitting. 

The exercises at the monument were of 
@ most interesting character. They were 
opened with prayer by Rev. James P, 
Smith, who largely inspired the movement 
that resulted In the erection of the monu- 
ment. He was aid to Stonewall Jackson and 
helped carry him off the field when mor- 
tally wounded® at Chancellorsville. Mayor 
Rowe then extended a brief and appropri- 
ate welcome on the part of the city, after 
which Governor O’Ferrall delivered a fif- 
teen minutes’ address of welcome on behalf 
of the state; concluding his eloquent pero- 
ration by introducing President Cleveland. 

President Cleveland’s Remarks. 


The president spoke as follows: 

“Governor O’Ferrall, Mr. Mayor and Fel- 
low Citizens: I speak for those who are to- 
day greeted as the official guests of Virginia 
and Fredericksburg, when I return sincere 
thanks for, the hearty welcome that has 
been extended to us sn behalf of the state 
and city. Our appreciation of the warmth 
of your reception is not diminished by the 
thought that in the light of the highest 
meaning Belonging to this otcasion, there 
are no guests here. We-have assembled 
on @yual terms of worship at the scared 
national shrine. 

“Nothing can be more important to those 
who have assumed the responsibility of self- 
government than the cultivation and stimu- 
lation among themselves of sentiments 
which ennoble and elevate and strengthen 
humanity. As a clear and wholesome 
stream must have its flow from a _ pure 
fountain head, so must a clear beneficent 
popular government have its source.in pure 
r and mofally healthy men. Thig purity and 
this moref heatih are in nothing better e/- 
emplifixd than in love and reverence for 
| motheshoeod. The man who said he cared not 

who made the pcople’s laws if he could write 
their songs, moght have said with more 
truth that he could gauge the strength and 
honor of a people and their finess for self- 
government if he knew the depth and stead- 
fastness of their love for their mothers, 


manly to outgrow his care and devotion 
for his mother is, more than he who has 
no music in his soul, fit for treason, strate- 
gem and spoijs and should not be trusted. 

‘Let us recall today as conclusive proof 
ot tne close re:ation between American great- 
ness and lasting love and reverence for our 
mothers the proud declaration of George 
Washington, ‘All Iam I owe to my mother,’ 
and let us not forget that when his glory 
was greatest and when the plaudits of his 
countrymen were loudest, he valued more 
than these the blessing and approval of kis 
aged mother. 

“While these exercises cannot fail to in- 
spire us with reverence for American 
motherhood, we will remember that we are 
here to do honor to the woman who gave 
to our nation its greatest and best citi- 
zen, and that we have the privilege of par- 
ticipating in the dedication of a monument 
erected by the women of our land, in loving 
and enduring testimony of the mother of 
Washington. 

“Let us be proud today that the nobility of 
this woman exacted from a distinguished 
foreigner the admission. ‘If such are the 
matrons of America, she may well boast of 
her illustrious sons;’ and that Lafayette, 
who had fought with her son for a mere 
name, declared after he had received her 
blessing, ‘I have seen the only Roman ma- 
tron living, at this day.’ 

‘Remembering these things, let us leave 
this place with our love of country strength- 
ened, with a higher estimate of the value 
of American citizenship and with a prayer 
to God that our people may hold fast to 
the sentiment that grows out of love and 
reverence for American motherhood.” 

Then followed the cabalistic rite of ma- 
sonry, accepting the work of the architect 
and builders as worthily done. 

Mr. Lawrence Washington was then in- 

troduced and delivered a short, but interest- 
ing address. He is the son_of John Augus- 
tine Washington, who solf Mount Vernon 
to its present owners, the Ladies’ Associa- 
tion. 
The presiding officer then introduced Sen- 
ator John W. Daniel, the orator of the day. 
Senator Daniel said in part: “This. stone 
represents two ideals—womanly excellence 
and patriotic duty. You have reared this 
beautiful obelisk to one who was ‘the light 
of the dwelling,’ in a plain rural colonial 
home. Her history hovers around it. She 
was wife, mother and widow. She nursed 
a hero at her breast. At her knee she train- 
ed to the love and fear of God and to the 
kingly virtues, honor, truth and valor—the 
lion of the tribe that gave to America libet- 
ty and independence. This is her title to 
renown, It is. enough.’’ 

Senator Daniel traced the history of the 
moth of Washington from her birth on the 
30th of November, 1706, at thé plantation 
home of her father, Colonel Jospeh Bal), 
f Lancaster county, Virginia, on the banks 
? of the Rappahannock, through all the event- 

ful years of her life down to her death at 

her home in Fredericksburg on the 2th of 
} August, 1789, and closed an eloquent perora- 
tion. 

President Cleveland then came to the 
front of the stand and held a public recep- 
tion in which more than 10,000 persons par- 
ticipated. Foligwing this, the president was 
escorted across the park to the Mary Wash- 
ington house, where he resged for a time. 

Hon. J. B. Sever presided over the ban- 
quet. ; 

It was thought that the president would 
return to Washington immediately. after 
the unveiling ceremonies, but he was an 
unexpected and most welcome guest at the 
feast. A storm of acclamation greeted his 
unannounced appearance. When the noisy 
welcome had subsided sufficiently for Presi- 
dent Sever to formally present him, Mr. 
Cleveland advanced to the front of the 
| platform and acknowledged the tumultuous 
reception in a brief and happy impromptu

Mrs. Chief Justice Waite here entered 
with her escort of distinguished lady guests 
and was received with a hearty salutation. 

Vice President Stevenson. 

After this Vice President Stevenson was 
introduced as a Master Mason to respond to 
the second toast, which was to “George 
Washington, a Master Workman.” He made 
a splendid speech, saying in part: “This 
man, after his voluntary retirement from 
power and place, thought it derogated noth- 
ing from his great dignity to wear the in- 
signia and preside over the deliberations of 
a lodge of ancient Free and Accepted Ma- 
sons, Since the period long lost in the mists 
and shadows of bygone centuries, when this 
noble fraternity held conclave ‘on high 
mountains and low vales,’ it has never 
known so illustrious a member. At the lay- 
ing of the corner stone of our national cap- 
itol one hundred years ago, Washington of- 
ficiated as grand master of Free Masons, 
as well‘as in his great office of president of 
the United States.

Amid discouragement anu danger, let us 
not forget that with Washington there was 
an ever-abiding faith in the capacity of his 
countrymen for self-government. That. a 
helping omnipotent hand was ever stretched 
out to this favored land, was to him a liv- 
ing faith. The century just closing has not 
dimmed the glory of the’ achievements of 
this illustrious man. With the rolling of 
years a greater than he hath not appeared. 
His name and fame are the precious herl- 
tage of all people and all times—his last 
words the shibboleth of all parties and of all 
sections. May we not believe that, whatever 
dangers may hereafter menace our free in- 
stitutions, or the perpetuity of our repre- 
sentative government, the federal constitu- 
tion—the handiwork of Washington and his 
compeers—will prove to us and to those 
who come after us, a sure rock of safety, 
ef defense?” 

Justice Harlan, of the United States su- 
preme court, then arose, and announcing 
himself as doubly a grandson of Virginia, 
offered a toast. 

The president and his party returned to 
Washington on a speciai train at 5 o'clock.

_ A Lecture in Chattanooga Almost

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 10.—(Special.)—A 
wave of anti-Catholic sentiment hostile to 
alleged Roman interference in matters po- 
litical, has reached Chattanooga.

BUT THE MAJORITY IS VERY SLIM 


The Government Is Saved by an 


Uncomfortably Close Majority. 


BALFOUR

He Rips the Budget to Pieces and Shows 
Up the Weak Points of tthe 
income Tax Bill. 


London, May 10.—The debate on the bud- 
get bill in the commons this evening was 
begun before a well filled house. As it con- 
tinued signs of intense interest in the com- 
ing division became evident on all sides. 
The members seats were occupied, the lob- 
bies were packed, the galleries were filled 
rapidly and @ great crowd was gathering 
rapidly outside. 

The heavy oratorical artillery was brought 
out by Arthur Balfour, leader of the union- 
ists. Whether good or bad, he said, the 
budget was wholly inconsistent with the 
traditions of liberal finance. it was not a 
national, but a class budget. In it the gov- 
ernment assailed certain interests to pro- 
pitiate others. They deal unjustly with the 
brewers and publicans on the fallacious as- 
sumption that excessive profits justified ex- 
cessive taxation. The graduated income tax 
might be good in principle, bu. «he method 
of application proposed by the government 
directly menaced trade and individual is- 
terests. The new estate duties mulcted in- 
iquitously the large properties. The budget 
might emply the country House, might de- 
liver over the small sporting estates to be- 
come portions of the larger aggregate owned 
possibiy by some American millioaire, but 
the exhaustive drafts upon the greater 
properties under the estate duticg§ would in 
no wise bring nearer by a single day the 
millenium which the government pretended 
to help forward. 

Mr. Balfour said he was sure the public 
had not seen the absurdity of the scheme, 
tne greatest blot on Which was the absurd 
pretension of the author that he had done 
away with the existing anomalies of taxa- 
tion. 

In referring to Balfour’s strictures upon 
the new estate duties and the income tax, 
Sir William Harcourt quoted the recom- 
mendations of John Stuart Mill and Adam 
Smith in support of graduation in taxation, 
Common sense, he said, found in such grad- 
uation a just and expedient system. Therein 
lay the fundamental principles of liberal 
finance as now submitted to the house. If 
the budget should be rejected the principles 
must survive, for it was the principle of 
justice. He challenged the vote of the house 
on this principle and he was prepared, when 
the time should come, to ask the country’s 
verdict. -¢boud cheering.) Ae 

When Sir William oateoune closed his 
speech the house was packed and suspense 
was written plainly on many faces in the. 
ministerial ranks. 

The division was made slowly as the mem- 
bers went into the lobbies with painful, de- 
liberation. When they came back there 
was no demonstration. The returns of the 
tellers were awaited with great anxiety. 
They came in after a short pause with the 
anpouncement that 308 members had voted’ 
for the second reading and 294 against it.., 
When the speaker read these figures to the 
house, the supporters of the government 
burst into roaring cheers. The unionists 
replied with equal vigor, and uearly two 
minutes elapsed before quiet was restored. _ 

In the division ail the Parnellites and Wil- 
liam Saunders, radical for the Walworth 
district of Néwington, joined the unionists. 
Mark Beaufroy, Sydney Evershed and Wil- 
liam McEwan, all liberals, abstained from 
voting. Robert Treshie Reid, who had to 
stand again after his elevation to the solic- 
itor generalship, was re-elected today with- 
out opposition to represent Dumfries, but 
he was unable to take his seat in time te

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AN OLD STORY 
Recalled by the Death of Horatio N. Clark 
in New York. 


HE WASSONCE A PRISONER OF WAR

wt Andersonville, Where He Is Alleged to 
Have Discovered Providential Spring, 
, A Chapter Recalled.

In the tragic death of Hopatio N. Clark, 
in the state of New York last Tuesday, the 
story of prison life at Andersonville, dur- 
ing the war, is recalied. 

Mr. Clark is the man who is said to have 
discovered the spring, at a time of drougth, 
in the Andersonville prison yard, and which 
ig still pointed out in that locality. 

On account of the scarcity of water at 
that time, the discovery was regarded as 
providential and the name of ‘‘Provdential 
Spring” was imparted to the new fountain 
which ft still retains. 

The following telegram announces the 
@death of Mr. Clark: 

“Amsterdam, N. Y.—Horatio N. Clark, 
of Akin, was killed yesterday on the West 
Shore crossing at Auriesville, Mr. Clark 
was sixty-five years of age. During the 
war, while a prisoner at Andersonville, one 
morning he took a walk about the prison 
pen, while his comrades were asleep, and to 
his surprise and delight discovered a stream 
of water, clear and cold, gushing from the 
ground where there had never been water 
before. The spring was named Providence 
epring.”’ — 

Prior to his death Mn. Clark made a 
number of trips to Georgfa and visited the 
scene of his agrireiainge = § 

How the Prison Was Slandered. _ 

For a number of years the attitude of 
the confederate government with reference 
to the prison at Andersonville was grossly 
misunderstood. 

It was charged by the northern press 
that a cruel disregard of the lives and well- 
being of the prisoners characterized the 
conduct of the officers in charge of that 
prison. Facts were distorted and the sulfer- 
ings of the prisoners magnified in such a 
way as to belie the truth of history and 
bring unmerited reproach upon this section. 

This cruel misrepresentation did more to 
widen the breach between the two sec- 
tions after tne war than any other argu- 
ment employed. 

As a matter of fact the treatment of the 
prisoners at Andersonville was character- 
ized by the most humane consicerauon. 
‘he location, in the first place, was the best 
in the confederacy. it was in the midst of 
@ grain-producing area, and tne climate was 
pure and healthy. ‘The sanitary :egulations 
were prescribed in due form, but these were 
disregarded by the prisoners of war, and 
the subsequent charges which were made 
against the prison were due to the conduct 
oft those incarcerated, The prevalence of 
disease, therefore, was due, not to the lack 
of sanitary regulations, but to the wanton 
disregard of ruies by the inmaies of the 
prison. 

In regard to the apportionment of food 
@mong the prisoners they were given just 
@s much and fed as well as the confederate 
soldiers. ‘the soutn Was iImpoverisied; she 
had no provisions for her own men, but 
Such as she had she divided with the pris- 
oners. The prisoners, hewevse., would fre- 
quently trade their provisions for whisky 
and tobacco, and some would even go 50 
far as to sell the very ciothes on their 
back. ba 

An Exchange of Prisoners Kefused. 

It may be shown that the government of 
the United States was, in a Jarge measure, 
responsible for the situation at Anderson- 
ville. 

According to the rules adopted for the 
exchange of prisoners it was the duty of 
tne frederal government to reclaim its 
prisoners at the south by restoring an 
equal or corresponding number of southern 
prisoners at the north. 

Instead of this, however, and in spite of 
the sufferings of their men, due to the im- 
poverished condition of the south, they re- 
fused to reclaim their prisoners, and thus 
allowed them to endure the hardships of 
prolongéd incarceration. 

Acting under the direction of the sec¥e- 
tary of war, and seeing plainly that there 
Was no hope for any general system of ex- 
change, the commissioner in charge of the 
prison offered to deliver to the federal agent 
all the sick and wounded federal prisoners 
on hand, without insisting upon the deliv- 
ery of an equivalent number of southern 
prisoners in return, No advantage, however, 
was taken of this humane proposition, and 
the federal government, with every means 
of providing for them at hand, is chargea- 
ble with having ignored-in this particular, 
the common dictates of humanity. 

“4eneral Hill’s Great Speech, 

The speech of Mr. Hill, delivered in the 
national house of representatives in 1876, 
effectually put a stop to all of the slanders 
circulaicu against tne south growing out 
of the treatment of prisoners at Anderson- 
ville. 

He had just entered congress and the 
g@peech was really his maiden effort. 

Mr. Blaine had delivered his great speech 
the day before and had used the severest 
language at his command in speaking of the 
prison. Said he: 

“I now assert deliberately before God, 
@s my judge, knowing the full measure and 
import of my words, that the cruelties of 
the duke of Alva, in the low countries, the 
massacre ot St. Bartholomew and the screws 
and tortures of the Spanish inquisition did 
not approach in cruelty theatrocity of An- 
dersonville.’’ 

This was Severe language, as bitter as it 
Was undeserved. 

Mr. Hill, who had been a member of the 
confederate congress and who was familiar 
with the situation, was selected by his col- 
leagues to make the reply. 

There was considerable uneasiness on the 
part of the friends of Mr. Hill, for they 
recognized iff Mr, Blaine a. man of singular 
power and ability. He had been the speaker 
of the house in the preceding congress and 
was the acknowledged leader of the repub- 
lican party. 

When Mr. Hill arose, however, and began 
his speech all of this uneasiness was dis- 
pellied, He was cool and self-possessed, and 
seemed to grow in stature as he warmed 
in speech and the fervor of his oratory. He 
vindicated the southern people and charged 
the federal government with the burden of 
the responsibility, Medicine had been made 
& contraband of war by the action of the 
government and this was directly the cause 
of many deaths throughout the prisons of 
the south. He charged the government with 
a failure to redeem the prisoners of war, 
and, taking up the figure of Mr. Blaine, 
declared that such atrocity was unknown 
even to the duke of Alva. He closed in an 
eloquent appeal for broader and higher 
patriotism and the speech was pronounced 
the greatest delivered in the house of rep- 
reSentatives since the war.

Mr. Blaine, since that time, has also pass- 
ed away, and now the death of Mr. Clark, 
adds new interest to the tragic story. The 
attitude of the south, with referenc 
prison at Andersonville, is now Chtveriniar 
recognized.

Average. 

Washington, May 10.—The cotton report, 
as consolidated by the statistician of the 
department of agriculture for the month of 
May, relates to the progress of cotton plant- 
ing and the contemplated acreage. The 


proportion of the proposed breadth already 


planted on the lst of May was 81.6 per cent, 


against 85.3 per cent last year, which is a 


little over four points lower than the 


amount usually planted at that date. The 


returns of the estimates by states are as 
follows: Virginia, 45; North Carolina, 74; 


South Carolina, 88; Georgia, 86; Florida, 95; 
Alabama, 83; Mississippi, 838; Louisiana, 81; 
Texas, 84; Arkansas, 81; Tennessee, 66.

INDICATIONS OF IMPROVEMENT 


In the Industrial Interests of the 
South—New iinterprises. 
Baltimore, Md., May 10.—The Manufact- 
urers’ Record, in its weekly review of 
southern business interests, says: “A gen- 
eral survey shows that, despite the delay 
on the tariff, and the labor troubles, that 
are disturbing other sections, there are 
many indications of improvement in the 
industrial interests of the whole south. A 
number of railroad enterprises are being 
pushed, the most extensive being a project- 
ed system of 360 miles in Arkansas, con- 
tracts for which are being let, while several 
shorter lines and three or four lumber roads 
have been commenced. Electric railroads are 
receiving ccnsiderable attention, Considera- 
ble attention is being given to new cotton 
mills, and among the new ones feported for 
the week are a 25,000-spindle mill in South 
Carolina, commencement of work upon a 
10,000-spindle mill in the same state, a $10,- 
000 company projected in North Carolina and 
a $350,000 company now being organized in 
Georgia. Other industrial enterprises re- 
ported for the week are a canning factory

MAN IS TAUGHT SELF RELIANCE. 


The Southern People Do Not Look to the 
Government for Aid, But Provide 
for Themselves. 


Washington, May 10.—Mr, Harris, presi- 
dent pro tem., occupied the chair today 
in the absence of the vice president at 
Fredericksburg. 

A bill to repeal the act of July 1, 1882, 
“to regulate the use of the capitol grounds,” 
the law under which Coxey and his subordi- 
nates were recently arrested, tried and 
convicted, was introduced by Mr. Allen, 
populist, of Nebraska, and referred to the 
judiciary committee, 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Peffer 
and went over till tomorrow providing 
for a select committee of three to consider 
the present condition of the country with 
special reference to the prevailing business 
depression and the large number of unem- 
ployed people and to report what leg- 
islation is necessary to afford relief. 

The Allen-Coxey resolution was laid be- 
fore the senate and Mr. Gordon spoke 
upon it: He looked at the Coxey move- 
ment, he said, from a southern standpoint. 
it appeared to him to teach a lesson which 
senators might wisely and gravely ponder. 
The movement had its inspiration in pater- 
nalism—in that theory of government which, 
if indulged in, would increase the large 
brood of similar movements and intensify 
the demands of that class of people on con- 
gress for relief. Strange enough, the move- 
ment had its,origin in one of the populous, 
progressive states of the union, Divisions 
and corps were moving on the capitol from 
every quarter of the compass, save the 
south. That was a marvelous fact. The 
reason of the isolation of the south was 
not the absence of poverty there, for the 
people of the south were still poor. It was 
not the abundance of currency there, for 
in point of fact, there was a great dearth 
of circulating medium among them. It 
Was not because that people had been sup- 
plied with pensions or with bounties to 
their industries. The overshadowing rea- 
son was that the war and its lessons had 
taught that people (thoughs the most re- 
lentiess of all task masters) the necessity 
of relying on their own manhood—the ne- 
cessity of relying, not on the government, 
but on their own right arms. The reme- 
dies which he suggested for the present 
condition of things were two. First, to de- 
centralize the general government as much 
as possible and empower the states to deal 
with it, and, second, to decentralize the 
currency, repeal the 10 per cent tax on 
state banks and enable the states to have 
currency supplies by their own citizens. 
Other senators who took part ih the de- 
bate were Mr. Teller, Mr. Stewart, Mr. 
Frye, Mr. Hoar, Mr. Harris and Mr, Palmer. 
The discussion continued until the expira- 
tion of the morning hour, when the regolu- 
tion went over without action. It now 
goes on the calendar, from whéch it can 
only be taken by a majority vote of the 
senate. ‘ 

The tariff. was then, at 1 o’clock, taken 
up and Mr. Allison offered an amendment 
proposing specific rates of ‘‘acetic or pyro- 
ligneous acid’’ instead of the ad valorem 
rate of 20 per cent. After a long uninter- 
esting discussion the amendment was re- 
jected, Yeas, 27; nays, 30. Messrs. Peffer 
and Stewart voted aye with the republicans. 

Mr. Irby, democrat, of. South Carolina, 
voted “‘no’’ with his party. 

The tariff discussion was interrupted in 
order to allow. the mew senator from Michi- 
gan, Mr, Patton, to be sworn into “office. 
He is the youngest member of thd body, 
apparently not over thirty-five years. His 
hair is black and so is his small mustache. 
He wears no beard or whiskers. After being 
sworn in he was introduced to several of 
his associates. 

The consideration of the tariff bill was re- 


-sumed, the pending question being a second 


amendment offered to the item of acetic 
or pyroligneoug acid by Mr, Allison, pro- 
posing specific rates slightly differing from 
those in his first amendment, 

At 3:15 o’clock there was another inter- 
ruption in the course of the discussion, 
when Mr. Harris, in charge of the tariff 
bill, offered a resolution that hereafter 
and until otherwise ordered, the senate 
shall meet daily at 10 o'clock. 

“I object,” said Mr. Hoar. 

‘Let it go over till tomorrow morning,” 
said Mr. Harris. 

“I object to the receipt of the resolution,” 
Mr. Hoar explained. 

“Oh, all right,” said Mr. Harris, ‘the 
clerk may keep the resolution. It will 
come up again.’’ 

Mr. Dolph took the floor and said that as 
mo part of the speech which he began on 
the 20th of April last had yet appeared 
in The Record, although it was all in type, 
he would now go on and finish it. And 
so Re went on with the seventh and last in- 
stallment of his speech. 

The vote was taken on Mr. Allison’s 
second amendment, to put specific duties 
of acetic or pyroligneous acid, and it was 
rejected. Yeas, 27; nays, 33, made up as 
the preceding vote. 

The second item in the chemical schedule 
was then taken up, boracic acid, 20 per 
cent ad valorem. The first of the amend- 
ments, presented by Mr. Jones, democrat, of 
Arkansas, was offered to this item—to make 
the duty 2 cents per pound, 

Mr. Aldrich inquired as to whether the 
amendment was to be treated as a commit- 
tee amendment. 

Mr. Jones replied that the democratic 
members of the finance committee knew of 
his intention to propose it and approved it, 

“T am not sure,” said Mr. Aldrich, 
“whether that understanding is to be bind- 
ing.”’

The Receivership for the Gas Light 
Company Was Not Expected. 


JUDGE SPEER CHANGES RECEIVERS. 


Bondholders Desire Reorganization—The 
Date forthe Hearing Is Changed—Two 
Negroes Do Each Other Up. 


Macon, Ga., May 10.—(Special.)—The pub- 
lication in The Constitution this morning 
that the Macon Gaslight and Water Com- 
pany had been placed in the hands of a 
temporary receiver created great surprise 
and regret, and the wish of the entire city 
is that the bill and receiver be dismissed 
and the company be allowed to settle its 
matters by process of reorganization,  in- 
stead of by expensive litigation in the 
courts. The oruer of Judge Speer last night 
named United States Marshal Leverett as 
temporary receiver, and May 19th as the 
time for hearing the question of a per- 
manent receiver, Today Judge Speer 
changed the hearing to May 15th and ap- 
pointed Mr. T. D, Tinsley temporary re- 
ceiver, Mr. Tinsley gave a bond of $5,000. 
Hie is one of Macon’s most popular citi- 
zens and successful business men. 

There was & meeting of the bondholders 
of the company this afternoon at which the 


committee which was appointed at the 


bondholders’ meeting last Tuesday to pre- 
pare a plan of adjustment of the company’s 
difficulties submitted its plan, and it gvas 
recognized at once as not ony being just 
to the corporation itself, but to every cred- 
itor of the corporation. This plan contem- 
plates no scating of fts inaebtedness and 
no scaling of interest, save a slight one on 
one of the junior series of the bonds. The 
meeting this afternoon was held at the 
Office of the Southwestern Hailroad Com- 
pany. After the report of the committee 
had been received and there had been a 
full discussion of the same the following 
resolutions were unanimously adopted: 
“Resolved, That the holders cof the Macon 
Gaslight and Water Company bonds rep- 
resented in this meeting, aggregating more 
than four-fifths of the first, second and 
consolidated bonds, approve gencrally the 
report of the bondholders’ committee which 
has been submitted, contemplating, as they 
do, the arrangement of further details rel- 
ative to the floating debt, etc., and the said 
bondholders further agree that until further 


. action is had by the meeting of bondhold- 


ers they individually will not proceed by in- 
tervention in the pending suit, not deeming 
the same necessary for the present protec- 
tion of their interests. 

“Resolved, further, That all bondholders 
and other creditors of the company are fe- 
quested to unite with the bondholders rep- 
resented in this meeting in the adjustment 
of the company’s affairs upon a basis which 
shall be just to all and preserve the prop- 
erty in the interest of creditors as well as 
of the public.” 

The meeting then ad§ourned until Satur- 
day at l2 o'clock, when further steps will 
be taken to perfect the plan of the bond- 
holders. 

The Coroner's Inquest. 

This morning Coroner Hodnett held an in- 
quest over the remains of the negro despe- 
rado; Jim Knight, who died at the jail last 
night from the effects of wounds received 
in his encounter with Sheriff Westcott and 
his deputies. ‘The jury was composed of the 
tollowing well-known business men and re- 
spected citizens: George W. Morgan, fore- 
man; W. B. Chapman, George Schall,- J. 

Their 
verdict was. as follows: ‘We, the jury, 
find that the deceased, James Knight, col- 
ored, came to his death by gunshot wounds 
from the hands of Sheriff Westcott and 
Officers of the law in fuli discharge of their 
duty, and in our opinion the sheriff and his 
Officers are justifiable, and we exonerate 
thern from all blame.”’’

that the wounds that killed Knight were 
made by two builets that entered between 
the second and third ribs of the right side 
and passed through the bowels. hKnight’s 
remains were buried this afternoon in pau- 


per row at the expense of the county.

The library occupies a very 
handsome home of its own on Mulberry 
street, and should be richly sustained. Un- 
der the energetic management of the pres- 
ent officers and directors the library has 
done better than for some time past. 

Some Court Matters. 

In the superior court today the second 
verdict was granted to plaintiff in the di- 
vorce suit of Callie Briggs vs. W. J. Briggs. 
The jury refused to give a verdict of di- 
vorce to the hushand. The jury was out 
On the case about two hours. Moses Cole- 
man, colored, was found guilty of burglary 
an.. sentenced to.the penitentiary for seven 
years. Several other cases of minor im- 
portance were tried. In the United States 
court Judge Speer heard a number of inter- 
ventions and passed some orders. 

A Big Case. 

It is probable that next week the appeal 
case of the Macon Construction Company 
will be argued before tlie supreme court of 
weorgia. It will be remembered that some 
time ago the Mercantile Trust and Deposit 
Company, of Baltimore, trustee for the 
bondholders, foreclosed the mortgage on the 


‘Georgia Southern and Florida railroad, and 


the property was ordered sold. The Ma- 
con Construction Company, however, gave 
notice of appeal, and consequently the sale 

u-. not take place. Ex-State Attorney 
General Clifford Anderson is leading attor- 
uey for the Macon Construction Company. 
This company was capitalized at $500,000, 
and constructed the Georgia Southern rail- 
road. The company collapsed when the 
Georgia Southern road was placed in the 
hands of a receiver. The $500,000 of stock 
at present has practically no value, and, of 
course, will be forever ist if the Georgia 
Southern is sold at a sacrifice. inere are 
about $3,500,000 of bonded indebtedness. The 
road is mchly worth at least $1,500,000 above 
its bonded indebtedness. If sold in aus- 
picious times, and not when the nnancial 
world is depressed the property will bring 
at least $5,000,000, which will pay the bonded 
indebtedness and the floating indebtedness, 
which is small, and there will be a good 
balance to pay the Macon Construction 
Company and make its stock quite valua- 
dle. The entire question of the validity of 
the bonds will be argued before the su- 
preme court. , 

A Detective’s Fine Work. 

Si Basch, the well-known Central railway 
detective, is justty regarded as one of,the 
finest officers in his line of business in’ the 
State. He has just made another conquest. 
A few days ago atv agent off the road at a 
Small station between Macon and Savan- 
nah reported that a night or two ago a 
negro man entered the depot and asked for 
a ticket to the next station. The agent got 
‘t and as he was in the act of handing it 
to him he was startled to finde pistol poked 
into his face by the negro, who demanded 
that he give him all the money he hagl. Tne 
agent hahuen $30 to the negro, who then 
left. Detective Basch thought the story 

fishy,”” and he commenced an investiga- 
tion, which resulted in the agent admitting 
that the alleged occurrence had never hap- 
pened, and for certatn reasSéns he desired 
the money to be reported as disappearing 
in the manner which he represented.

They found him 
at a doctor’s having the wound in his head 
dressed. He surrendered to the officers 
without resistance and was put in jail. He 
Claims to have acted in self-defense and 
says Harris tried to cut him with a razor.

‘Well, boss, hit was a right good speech, 
but hit does seems to me as he leaned a 
leetle too much to hisself.’’

The audience caught on to the application 
and roared. General Evans closed by ap- 
pealing to the people for unity and har- 
mony and his peroration was sublime. He 
was immediately surrounded by young and 
old, including all the ladies.

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Judge Crovatt Walks Out of the 
City Connell, 


THE MAYOR HAS HIM ARRESTED, 


But the Quorum Was Brokenand Business 
Had to Stop—The People Are 
Wrought Up Over lt. 


. Brunswick, Ga., May 10.—(Spezial.)—An 
exciting scene occurred in the council 
meeting last night between Mayor Dun- 
Woody and Alderman Crovatt. It resulted 
in Mayor Dunwoody having Alderman Cro- 
vatt arrested. An interesting sequel is like- 
ly to develop. The events leading to the 
unusual proceeding date back several 
weeks, when Alderman Kennon resigned. 
To fill his place Aldermen Crovatt, duBig- 
non, Colson and Joerger voted for W. E. 
Burbage, Mayor Dunwoody and Aldermen 
Downing, Lane and Mason voting for D. 
D. Atkinson. Local sentiment was against 
Burbage, owing to numerous legal complica- 
tions in which he is involved with the city 
on account of contracts he holds as presi- 
dent of the light and water company. 

Alderman Joerger being out of the city 
last night, Aldermen Crovatt, duBignon and 
Colson remained away to prevent their can- 
didate from being defeated. No quorum be- 
ing present, Mayor -Dunwoody requested 
the assistant marshal, Levison, to urge 
Alderman Crovatt to meet with the council 
to make a quorum to pass upon certain im- 
portant matters involving Brunswick’s 
financial credit. The mayor embddied in 
his request to Alderman Crovatt the state- 
ment that he would not be forced to vote 
on aldermanic matters. Crovatt came down 
and after the opening of council, moved 
that the regular order of business be sus. 
pended and that the hnportant matters be 
attended to. The motion was voted down. 
Crovatt then asked to be excused and was 
refused by the chairman and later by a 
vote of council. Crovatt sat down and busi- 
ness was proceeded with for a while, when 
Crovatt again requested to be excused and 
was again refused and voted down. Cro- 
vatt urged and was refused, Dunwoody 
each time stating that he had no authority 
to excuse him and putting a motion each 
time, which was voted down. The regular 
order of business still bein proceeded with, 
and Crovatt, noting that no undue haste 
was being made, began to suspect that soon 
a vote would be taken for alderman and he 
decided to break the quorum. Again he 
arose and stated that he was there under a 
misapprehension and desired to leave. He 
was refused permission by Dunwoody and 
council, when he put into execution a 
threat- previously made and repeated by 
leaving the hall. Mayor Dunwoody ordered 
Levison to arrest Alderman Crovatt. Cro- 
vatt stopped on the steps and Levison re- 
peated his orders to him. Crovatt refused 
to yield and was urged by the city attorney, 
Whitfield, ¢o return to the hall. Crovatt 
returned and again stated he would not 
participate in the council meeting and was 
again refused an excuse. He started off 
again and Dunwoody ordered him brought 
into council. 

A scuffle ensued between Levison and 
Crovatt, when Attorney Whitfield informed 
Levison that Dunwoody had no authority 
for his action. Levison reported to ‘Dun- 
woody Attorney Whitfield’s words, when 
Dunwoody ordered Crovatt brought into 
council if he had to deputize half of Brun- 
swick to assist him. Crovatt returned to 
the door and absolutely refused to accede 
to the demand. Then Alderman Lane, see- 
ing trouble imminent, moved that Crovatt 
be excused, which was carried. Both sides 
claim a victory, both having obtained their 
point. 

Today the meeting which adjourned last 
night was held and a tie for alderman re- 
sulted. Burbage and Atkinson’s names were 
withdrawn. Resolutions were passed to in- 
vestigate last night’s actions and a com- 
mittee was appointed to place the blame 
the right shoulders. 

Today street rumors speak of an indig- 
nation meeting to be held and also the im- 
peaching of City Attorney Waz:ztfield and 
Assistant Marshal Levison for their aciion 
last night. Attorney Whitfield says his ad- 
vice to Crovatt and Levison was correct 
and he does not fear any effort at impeach- 
ment. Alderman Crovat: today wrote out 
his resignation. Later he dJecided not to 
resign and will hold his seat. The outcome 
of the aldermanic tie may result in a mass 
meeting of citizens to express their choice.

P neg Ireland Excessive Use Has Been 


Followed by Harmfal Results. 

London, May 10.—A report upon insanity 
in Ireland, which has just been issued, 
enumerates, among* the causes of 
failure, the innutritious dietary of the 
poorer popylation, tending to produce anae- 
mia and constitutional weakness, which 
favor the development of scrofulous and 
neurotic diseases, and the immadsrate use 
of certain nervous stimulants, particularly 
tea and tobacco. 

‘“‘While the moderate use of properly pre- 
pared tea,” the report adds, “is regarded 
an innocuous, or even beneficial, in its ac- 
tion on the nervous system, its ill effects 
when decocted or over-infused on persons 
who make it their staple article of diet 
are dwelt on by almost all “the resident 
medical superintendents in their several 
reports. Undoubtedly, the method of pre- 
paration adopted and the excessive use of 
this article of diet, now so general among 
the poorer population, tends to the produc- 
tion of dyspepsia, which in its turn leads 
to states of mental depression highly fa- 
vorable to the production of various forms 
of neurotie disturbance. 

“The excessive use of tobacco, also, es- 
pecially among the young, whether by 
smoking or chewing, in the opinion of cer- 
tain of our medical superintendents, acts 
though pérhaps in a minor degree, inju- 
riously on the nervous centers.”’ 

In many parts of Ireland it has been found 
that bread and tea have been substituted 
for porridge and milk, and for potatoes also; 
that the tea is generally of an inferior 
quality and the method of preparation. is 
to put a quantity in the teapot early in the 
morning and allow it to stew during the 
day, water being added as required.

The People Want Primaries. 

The democrats of Georgia continue to 
protest against the spap-shot mass meet- 
ing system. 

This method is not popular with the 
people. In the old days they have seen 
it tested and they are seeing it tested 
Dow. 

A primary, on the other hand, gives the 
people a fair showing. It occupies sev- 
eral hours, or an entire day, and voters 
at a distance can consult theirq@own con- 
venience, instead of being forced to at- 
tend a mass meeting at a certain hour’ 
or miss it altogether. A mass meeting 
may be called at an inconvenient time 
and place, and perhaps one hundred and 
fifty or even fifty citizens will meet and 
hurriedly carry out the will of one or 
two leaders in the county, afd then ad- 
journ, leaving ove or two thousand or 
more voters unrepresented. 

The democrats of the state have be- 
come accustomed to the primary plan 
during the past few years and it suits 
them. It is fair, satisfactory and thor- 
oughly democratic. We should adopt it 
this year in every county where there is 
a contest, and if for no other reason we 
should adopt it because the democratic 
ti¢dket will have to encounter opposition 
this fall. The opponents of the democ- 
racy in this campaign will be better or- 
ganized and better officered than they 
have been in many years, and the demo- 
crats cannot afford to go into the fight 
with dissatisfaction and dissension in 
their ranks. In order to win we must 
satisfy the democratic masses, give them 
a fair chance to express their wishes, 
and when those wishes are ascertained 
we must carry them out. 

Let.us have no snap-shot methods. The 
primary is the thing! 


The East and the West. 

The report of the comptroller of the 
currency for 1893 gives some very signi- 
ficant figures. 

The total sum deposited in the savings 
banks of the country last year was $1,- 
785,150,957. There are 1,030 savings 
banks and 4,830,509 depositors, with an 
average for each depositor of $369.55. 

The west cuts a poor figure in the re- 
port, and the south is not in it. New 
York and Massachusetts have more than 
one-half of the money deposited and more 


than one-half of the number of depos- 


itors. New, York has 1,503,804 and Massa- 
chusett# 1,180,926 depositors. The ag- 
gregate of the deposttstin the New York 
savings banks was $629,358,274, and in 
Massachusetts $393,119,362. 

While the poor people and middle 
classes concentrate their wealth in the 
eastern savings banks, the national banks 
keep pace with them, and of the 4,054 
families who own $12,400,000,000, one- 
fifth of the wealth of the country, an 
average of over $3,000,000 for each fam- 
ily, nine-tenths reside in the east. 

Turning from the land of congested 
wealth to the west we see very different 
conditions. The Springfield Republican 
Says: 

“A prominent western manager,” quoted 
by The New York Journal of Commerce, 
writes home to his company a gloomy view 
of the situation in that quarter. With the 
exception of pork, the principal products 
of the farmer, he says, have declined 50 
per cent in price in the last ten years (an 
extreme statement), and the productive- 
mess per acre has materially decreased in 
the same time. Op the other hand, there 
has been hardly any reduction in the prices 
of food or clothing and none at all in 
fuel, at the places where the farmer 
buys. This is his claim; and he concludes 
that “whatever may have been the cause in 
other countries of financial depresgion, it 
Was @ necessary consequence in the western 
states, where the producing capacity of the 
land has been decreasing, where 50 per 
cent decrease has taken place in the value 
of the products, and where towns have 
been boomed and built seemingly in the 
expectation that there was no limit to the 
resources of the farmer.’’ 

The general truthfulness of this state- 
ment is not to be disputed, and hence we 
can credit him with some degree of accu- 
racy when he says that “‘tens df thousands 
of men are today idle in the west,’’ that 
“a spirit of turbulence prevails,” that farm- 
ers, seeing the fortunes which lie between 
what they get for their products and what 
the consumer pays for them, are manifest- 
ing strong socialistic tendencies, and are 
for free silver almost to a man; while rail- 
road men are moved to strike against wage 
reductions by the sight of inside rings of 
managers reaping rich harvests out of the 
road and its owners by various swindling 
devices. He says private charity is about 
exhausted in caring for those out of work 
and unless a change for the better comes 
before the summer is over there must be 
trouble in that section. And so “thinking 
men are of the opinion that the country is 
on the verge of a crisis,” etc., in the re. 
Jations of labor and capital. 

The Republican thinks that there can 
be no great revival of industry until the 
farmers get.better prices for their 
products, and suggests that nothing is 
to be gained by sticking to the high tariff 


System. Our contemporary does not £0 


far enough. The western farmers, “who ! 
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have a clear understand of the situa- 
tion. They know that the contraction of 
the currency caused by the de etiza- 
tion of silver has lowered the p of 
their products, and they know thiat bet- 
ter prices will not fule until we Have a 
more abundant supply of currency. They 
stand with their democratic brethren of 
the south and demand the redemption of 
the pledge of financial relief in the Chi- 
cago platform. Until this is aceomplished 
the west will be at the mercy of the 
east, and the south will find her progress 
hampered by similar conditions, al- 
though she is immeasurably better off 
than the west.

A Question of Infallibility. 

It has come to that pass with the 
cuckoos who are anxious to make a fa- 
vorable impression on their bosses in 
Washington that whenever a democratic 
convention declares its confidence in Mr. 
Cleveland’s honesty and integrity, this 
fact carries with it an endorsement of 
the refusal of the president to sanction 
the redemption of the financial pledge of 
the Chicago platform. 

This has come to be an everyday oc- 
currence now, so that those who have 
nothing but cuckoo literature dished out 
to them must presently come to. the belief 
that the democrats have concluded to 
abandon their principles so far as the 
money question is concerned and leave 
the matter to be disposed of by Lombard 
and Wall streets. 

but the Richmond county resolutions 
express the convictions of nine-tenths of 
the democratic voters of the south. They 
draw the line strongly between the hon- 
esty and integrity of Mr. Cleveland and 
the error of judgment he makes in re- 
fusing to sanction any law that will lift 
or relieve the pressure brought on by the 
gold standard. Honesty and integrity 
are desirable qualities, and no democrat 
has any right to say that the president 
lacks either; but a man of the highest 
honor and integrity may make an error 
of judgment. The cheapest and easiest 
form of this kind of error comes into 
play when a man of honor and integrity 
sets his judgment against that of a ma- 
jority of the people. Neither the presi- 
dent nor the warmest partisan of his 
strange financial views, has any right 
to maintain that the democratie party 
was wrong when it adopted its financial 
pledge, or that the people were wrong 
when they endorsed it. 

However, neither Mr. Cleveland nor his 
warmest partisan has any right to set 
his judgment up as superior to that of 
the great body of the people—nor any 
right to stand in the way of platform 
legislation—nor any right to pursue this 
rigorous policy of personal infallibility 
to the point of destroying the harmony 
and unity of the party. 

Thus far, none of the counties outside 
the eleventh district have ventured to de- 
clare that Mr. Cleveland’s judgment is 
superior to that of the people, and more 
democratic than the platform itseif. On 
the other hand, none have said a word 
against the president’s honesty and in- 
tegrity. Nor should they do so, for this 
is not and should not be the issue. 


Why Not Carry Out All the Pledges‘? 

AS was announced Senator Gordon 
made a speech yesterday taking the 
Coxey movement as a text, and showing 
that the perturbed condition of which 
that movement is a symptom, does not 
exist in the south. Senator Gordon’s 
speech was to show that the people of 
the south are not dependent on the gov- 
ernment for class legislation in the shape 
of high protection, nor for bonuses in the 
shape of pensions, but depend entirely 
on their own resources. In other words, 
Senator Gordon demanded that the 
pledge of the democratic platform obli- 
gating the party to repeal the McKinley 
law and put in its place a tariff for reve- 
nue only, be redeemed. 

In yesterday’s report of congressional 
proceedings—in addition to the announce- 
ment of Senator Gordon’s speech—there 
was a summary of a tariff speech made 
by Senator Mills, of Texas. 

The Texan understands the tariff ques- 
tion thoroughly, and has had his name 
linked with at least one revenue measure 
that would have been a great benefit to 
the people if it had become a law. Sen- 
ator Mills, we are glad to see, insists on 
carrying out both the letter and the 
spirit of the tariff pledge of the party, 
He declares that no man can torture him 
into an admission that the bill pending 
before the senate is in any respect an 
answer to the pledges made by the dem- 
ocratic national convention to the demo- 
eratic people of the United States. He 
will vote against the amendments to be 
offered, and he says he does not regard 
himself as in any way responsible for 
the measure as it stands. — 

It will be observed that Senator Mills 
takes very high ground on the tariff ques- 
tion, and we presume that Senator Gor- 
don will follow the example of the gen- 
tleman from Texas. As a matter of fact, 
it is the only ground to-take by demo- 
crats who desire to perpetuate the party 
organization. A tariff for revenue only is 
what the democratic people of the United 
States demand, and that is what the 
party in convention has promised them. 
They demanded it when they swept the 
republicans out of the house in 1890 and 
they demanded it when they took the 
party at its word and voted it into power 
in all branches of the government in 

1892. 

Now, the only way to redeem the tariff 
pledge of the democratic party is to take 
the people at their word and frame a 
tariff for revenue only. Anything short 
of that is not democratic. Anything short 
of that cannot be regarded as the fulfill- 
ment of the solemn obligation which the 
party assumed when it assumed control 
of legislation. We do not see how the 
party can fail to redeem the tariff pledge 
now and then expect the people to put 
any confidence in a renewal of that 
pledge in some future contest. If the 
tone and temper of Senator Mills’s speech 
are correctly rendered in the report, he 
is evidently of the same way of think- 
ing, for there is a plain warning in his 
remarks hinted at rather than expressed. 

But while both Senator Mills and Sen- 
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take no interest whatever in the redemp- 
tion of the financial pledge, which fn the 
most solemn manner obligates the party 
to hold to both gold ard silver, and to 
open the mints to both, without discrim- 
ination against either metal. And yet 
the financial pledge is not a whit less im- 
portant to the welfare and prosperity of 
the people than the tariff demand. Thou- 
sands upon thousands of true democrats 
all over the country regard the financial 
pledge at this particular juncture as 
of more importance than the tariff 
pledge, and they entertain this belief 
without in the slightest degree minimiz- 
ing the importance of the tariff pledge. 
But they pereeive that billions of dol- 
lars in property values have been exter- 
minated in order that the creditor class 
may reap a golden harvest. They see 
prices sent far ‘below the average that 
would prevail under a tariff for revenue 
based on a sound and just financial sys- 
tem, and it requires small reflection to 
show them that a tariff for revenue only 
under the single gold standard would 
be but another turn in the screw of de- 
pression. 

In short, both Senator Mills and Sena- 
tor Gordon ought to perceive that the 
tariff and financial pledges are inter-de- 
pendent—that they fit like the cogs of 
motor wheels into the vast business ma- 
chinery of the republic. What has blinded 
them? They were keen enough to refuse 
to vote for democratic legislation in place 
of the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
law; they were keen to declare that this 
was the first step toward redeeming the 
democratic platform; why are they not 
now,Willing to take the second step, and 
thus pave the way, for a generation of 
prosperity under democratic rule? 


Judge Allen Fort. 

The election of Judge Allen Fort as 
chairman of the national convention of 
state railway commissioners, is a com- 
pliment to his state no less than to the 
distinguished Georgian himself. It is 
an expression of confidence in his ability, 
Which is recognized and appreciated at 
home. No Georgian in recent years has 
made a stronger impress on the material 
progress of this state than Judge Fort 
has. He is the father of the Georgia 
railway commthission, a board which the 
State has clothed with powers to regulate 
the traffic on 5,000 miles of railway, rep- 
resenting an investment of $100,000,000. 
Regulation of transportation is one of 
the newer problems of state government. 
These agents to whom the states intrust 
the responsibility of controlling the rail- 
Ways and telegraphs should be meu of no 
common ability. The taking from the 
earnings of our railways of 1 mill on 
every ton of freight which they haul one 
mile means a loss equal to a fair divi- 
dend on the capital stock. The adjust- 
ment of the railway rates to the prosper- 
ity of the companies and of the people 
along the lines, is as delicate as the 
finest movement of a watch. 

We have 175,000 miles of railway in 
the United States, representing a capi- 
talization which runs up into the billions, 
and furnishing support in good times to 
one-twelfth of the population of the coun- 
try. These are the gigantic interests over 
whith the state railway commissioners 
have more or less direct control. To be 
selected as presiding oflicer of this body 
of men is a high testimonial indeed. 
Judge Fort fully merits it. ‘To the study 
of the broad transportation problems of 
this day he has brought a finely trained 
legal mind. His opinions on grievances 
brought, whether by some patron or by 
a railway company, carry weight. He 
stands out prominently among the au- 
thorities on railway law and the regula- 
tion of traffic. Hence it is natural for 
him to be honored in the manner noted. 
And in this distinction his state and his 
state’s board of railway commissioners 
share, 


The Douglas Resolutions. 

Our esteemed and greatly admired 
friend, Hon. Joe 8S. James, the distin- 
guished United States district attorney 
of this district, denies that the Douglas 
resolutions were in any way modified 
from the original purpose of the intro- 
ducers, and concerning the resolutions 
adopted by the mass meeting endorsing, 
as Mr. James says, “President Cleveland 
and the administration,” he adds that 
the resolutions “were offered’ without 
consultation from any source, and were 
adopted with but four persons voting 
against them.” 

We are astonished that one democrat 
in Douglas county—much less four— 
could have been found to oppose the 
adoption of the resolutions referred to. 
They are as broadly expressive of demo- 


_cratic sentiment as any democrat would 


have them, and while they express be- 
lief in Mr. Cleveland’s honesty, it will be 
especially observed that Mr. James is 
Wrong in his assertion that they endorse 
“President Cleveland and the adminis- 
tration.” There is not one word con- 
cerning the administration in the resolu- 
tions, and as The Constitution’s admira- 
ble report announced yesterday, that 
question was not referred to, because the 
democrats of Douglas county were un- 
willing to go on record as approving the 
financial policy of the administration, 
which is the financial policy of Thomas 
B. Reed, John Sherman and exclusively 
of the New England democracy. 

In order that there may be no possible 
misunderstanding about it, we publish 
herewith the Douglas resolutions in full, 
and if in the careful perusal of them 
Mr. James or anybody else can discover 
any qualified or unqualified endorsement 
of the policy of the administration on 
the financial question, or even a broadly 
sweeping endorsement which could cover 
it, it is more than The Constitution can 
do: f 

Resolved, 1. That we hereby pte@se our 
fealty to the democratic party, both state 
and national; that if the people of this coun- 
try receive any relief from any party, we 
believe that such relief will come through 
the démocratic party and none other... 

Resolved, 2. That we express the utmost 


confidence in the patriotism, honesty and 
of pnts ia Clevela: : 
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ered too risky for trial. There are 

a number of distinguished monometal- 
lists in this country whose “patriotism, 
honesty and fidelity” is such as not to 
be questioned. They have their views on 
the financial question, and the democrats 
of the south look at the matter in an en- 
tirely different light. Many of our best 
friends differ with the construction that 
the democrats of the south place on the 
democratic platform. Yet our people 
were unanimous when that platform was 
considered at the ballot box, and while 
the people of this section remain honest 


in adhering to their campaign construc-_ 


tion, they can nevertheless have the “ut- 
most confidence in the patriotism, hon- 
esty and fidelity” of some of the dis- 
tinguished republicans and democrats of 
the east who conscientiously differ with 
them on this subject. 

There is a vast difference, however, in 
the recognition of “honesty and patriot- 
ism” and in an endorsement of a princi- 
ple. 

We hold to the opinion frequently ex- 
pressed in these columns that in the 
great state of Georgia not one in ten 
counties that will act, outside of the 
eleventh congressional district will en- 
dorse the financial policy of the adminis- 
tration, and thus repudiate democratic 
congressmen, democratic sentiment and 
southern democratic traditions. Not one 
single county in Georgia, outside of the

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


An interesting fact not generally known 
in regard to the diplomatic corps is that 
a member of that august body cannot, 
under the penalty of official reprimand and 
danger of recall, appear at a fancy ball in 
the national court costume. This fact was 
developed during the present winter when 
a large fancy ball was given at one of the 
private houses on the same evening of the 
presidential reception to ‘the diplomatic 
corps.

Inquiry on the part of curious 
friends developed the reason just stated.

With 
some of the suctoms officials who are in 
service for reasons neither hygienic nor 
patriotic it is not difficult for smugglers 
to come to terms, aad thus it comes about 
that of the many herds of live stock driven 
north from old Mexico but a small propor- 
tion is ever accounted for in the records of 
customs receipts. 


At a meeting held in Brooklyn last week 
to compare notes on rates of interest paid 
by the poor, it was found that many house- 
holders who had mortgaged their furniture 
for $100 had been paying 86 interest on the 
joan every month for years, and still owed 
the original $100, with no prospect of ever 
getting enough money together to cancel 
the debt. New York city has followed the 
example of Boston in organizing a strong 
corporation to lend money on househoid 
goods at reasonable rates of interest.

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Proparations for the Trip to Washington 
About Completed, 


A STRONG DELEGATION IT WILL BE. 


Business Men from Otter States Will Join 
the Atianta Party—Meeting of the 
Executive Committee Yesterday. 


The visit of the exposition committee to 
Washington is a most important event 
Scheduled for the near future. Prepirations 
for that visit are being rapidly completed 
and it is expected that the delegation which 
will leave here Sunday night will be a high- 
ly wepresentative one. Under the change 
of schedule just announced, the party will 
leave by the Richmond and Danville at 9 
o'clock p. m. instead of at 5:30, as first an- 
nounced. ; 

It is very gratifying to the exposition man- 
agement and will be to the citizens general- 
ly to know that a number of prominent 
gentlemen from other cities in the south 
will join with them and will go on to Wash- 
ington to show the senators and represen- 
tatives, and especially those on the appro- 
priation committees, that the exposition is 
not a local affair, but that the whole south 
is interested in it and urges congress to 
aid it in every way possible. 

The names of all who will go cannot yet 
be announced because a good many are 
still uncertain as to their ability to leave 
the city, but the party will be a thoroughly 
representative one, and will include promi- 
nent business men who are noti members 
of the exposition board, as well as a num- 
ber of those who are, Many of these gen- 
tlemen will go, though it will be at a dis- 
tinct personal sacrifice. At the meeting of 
the exposition executive committee yester- 
day afernoon it developed that a nuraber 
of those who had been urged to go felt 
that they should not do so on account of 
personal reasons, but all of these joined in 
declaring that. they wvuid make whatever 
sacrifice was neccessary and would be with 
the party. There will also be accessions 
from other cities of the south between here 
and Washington, so there is every reason 
to expect that the delegation will be one 
that will make a favorable impression upon 
the members of congress. 

A Preliminary Prospectus. 

President Collier and Director General 
Palmer have issued a preliminary prospec- 
tus, setting forth the facts about the expo- 
sition in a brief and concise form and con- 
taining also the endorsements of the gov- 
ernors of the southern states and of the 
commercial bodies throughout the south. 
As announced on the first page, this is 
simply a preliminary prospectus, giving 
simply a suggestion of the principal features 
and setting forth especially the aims and 
objects of the exposition. It refers to the 
bill before congress by which it is hoped to 
secure government exhibits azsd government 
aid, and then mentions the different jfeat- 
ures—the co-operation of the Central, South 
and Latin American states, the exhibits ex- 
pected from the various states, the woman’s 
department, the negro building and other 
features of the work. This prospectus tells 
what Atlanta has done and impresses upon 
the mind of the reader that the Cotton 
States and International exposition is bound 
to be the biggest thing this country has ever 
seen With the exception of the world's fair 
at Chicago and the centennial at Philadel- 
phia. A map showing the location of At- 
lanta with regard to the other cities of this 
country and the cities of Mexico and Cen- 
tral and South America, and a list of the 
exposition’s officers are contained in the 
little book, which is of convenient size, and 
which it is expected will be very generally 
circulated where it will do good. 

The Executive Committee's Meeting. 

The executive ‘committée held ‘a largely 
attended meeting yesterday afternoon, dur- 
ing which the affairs of the company were 
gone over and discussed and a good deal 
of business of a routine nature was trans- 
acted. Chairman Howell, of the committee 
on legislation, made a report concerning the 
preparations for the trip to Washington, 
which was most gratifying. The features 
of this trip were discussed at some length 
and a good deal of business was mapped 
out and prepared for the next meeting of 
the full board. Everything is moving 
on smoothly and around exposition heada- 
quarters it is thoroughly business.

Memphis, Tenn., “May 10.—(Special.)—At

The fact 
of the matter is,”’ said he, “the west is in 
very bad shape right now, industrially and 
politically. Nothing like the present con- 
dition of affaris has ever been known, and 
unless something is done, and done quickly, 
there is no telling what may happen. The 
people of the west believe that the elements 
in New York and New England which con- 
trol the money of the cquntry are responsi- 
ble for all this disaster, and they are getting 
restless under the pressure put upon them. 
Politically it looks as if the action of the 
administration has driven from the party 
all the democrats of the west. You see, for 
for fifteen years we have been preaching 
tariff reform to the people, and have made 
many converts among thé# working people. 
We promised that. when we got con- 
erol of the government we would revise the 
tariff in a way that would relieve the peo- 
ple of the burdens that it put upon them. 
Well, you see the result. Congress and the 
administration seem unable to do anything 
on the line of the promises made to the peo- 
ple. The factories have shut down, and 
while, of course, the democratic party is not 
responsible for the disaster, the people are 
going to hold that it is responsible, and the 
large element that has been brought in 
through the campaign of education which 
has been carried on since the first Cleve- 
land campaign has become disgusted and 
will, I am afraid, go back to the republican 
party. I thirk all this could have been ob- 
viated if congrgss had acted on the tariff 
sccner, but I am afraid it is too late now.” 

“What about the Coxey movement?” 

“Oh, yes, as I started to say, it is not 
sO much this movement as it is that it 
really does represent a feeling of unrest 
which can almost be _ said to be 
desperation. Of course, there are 
a good many people in all of these so-called 
armies who are mere tramps and bums, 
but I am assured that there are a good 
many who are not, and I know that there 
are many thousands who have felt strongly 
inclined to join the movement, and who, if 
there is not a resumption of business, may 
yet do so. Yes, it may look foolish, but 
I tell you there is something in it. You 
hear the people say that these industrial 
armies never existed before the Cleve- 
land administration, and that sort of talk 
is unquestionably hurting the party in the 
west.”’

He will 
be a model presiding officer, and the associ- 
ation has certainly selected the right man 
for the place in choosing him.

A train load of oyster shuckers will pass 
through Atlanta this morning, via the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad, en route from 
the large oyster factories at Biloxi, Miss., 
to Baltimore.

NEW YORK, May 10,—Lower cables from 
(London, tie poor exhTbits of earnings by 
St. Paul for the first week of May and the 
lilincis Central for April, the demoraliza- 
tion of freights at the west and-a belief 
that at least $2,500,000 gold will-be shipped 
to Europe on Saturday ail contributed to a 
weak opening for stocks today. The de- 
cline, however, was surprisingly small in 
view of the unfavorable factors mentioned 
and was mu¢n commented upon in stock 
circles. Louisville and Nashville and Illi- 
nois Central, which scored the greatest 
losses among the railways, declined a point 
each to 46% and 93 respectively. General 
Electric was the weak spot in the Indus- 
trials and dropped 1% to 35%. The other 
prominent issues varied only fractionally 
either way and the trading was light. The 
rate borrowers had to pay for Lake Shore 
and other active issues created a little ner- 
vousness among the shorts, and when it 
became evident that the comparative heav- 
iness of Louisville and Nashville end Gen- 
eral Electric was without influence on the 
eeneral list a movement to cover set in, 
which gathered force as the day advanced. 
The nervousness became quite pronounced 
in American Sugar in the last hour, and in 
their activity to get back their stock the 
bears bid up the prive of these certificates. 
‘Tne stock opened at 104% and then rose to 
107%, with a reaction at th. close to 107%. 
Chicago Gas moved up 1% to 66% on west- 
ern advices that the company had asked 
to have the quo warranto case transferred 
to the federal courts.

NEW YORK, May 10.—Summary Hubbard 
Price & Co.’s cotton lette.: An increased 
demand for cotton in Liverpool today 
brought about an advance of 2-64@3-64d. in 
the price of arrivals, though the greater 
part of the improvement was lost on the 
report of a small failure. This improve- 
ment was in the nature of a surprise to 
this market and the local trade felt con- 
vinced that it would be lost before the day 
was advanced, and availed themselves of 
this opportunity to market some of their 
hoidings at the opening, which was steady 
at 3@4 points higher than Phere vn He clos- 
ing. The market continued to decline un- 
til the report was issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture in Washington regard- 
ing the acreage planted in cotton on the 
Ist of May.
